The President’s Pulse 118 upon 


Starting for Long 
Branch. 


Excessive Heat the Leading 
Feature of the Long 
Journey.

Minute Details of the Ride in the 
Wagon and on the Railroad

Striking Evidences of Popular Love— The 
Day of Prayer—Qomplete Reo- 
ords of the Oase. 


“No, no. I do not want any more delay.” 
This impatiently and imperatively from she 
stricken President to the anxious surgeons, 
still halting between two opinions. On the 
one hand the unknown dangers of a longand 
perilous journey of an invalid who for 
weeks has been struggling simply to breathe 
in the very valley of the shadow of death: 
on the other the torrid heat of ‘Washington, 
its malarial air, and the depressing influences 
of the habit and locale of suffering. 

Wasted almpst to a skelelon, prostrated by 
disease and pain, encompassed by a poisoned, 
fever-breeding atmosphere, the President 
has for weeks pleaded to be removed. ‘These 
prayers were pathetic when, under the dis- 
tracting influence of blood-polson, the pa- 
tient's mind wandered, when his reason al- 
most succumbed, when he appeared to be 
sinking into the arms of death under 
a cloud of delirium. But there was 
a touch of majesty in the impatient, 
peremptory tone of the President's em- 
phatic “No, no! I do not want any 
more delay!” It was the last word, and it 
was an order which could not be disobeyed. 
The President summed up his own case. 
With clear intellect and accurate judgment 
he decided that to remain was to die, and 
that to travel,to leave the quiet and repose of 
amber and encounter the noise 
and jar ot an cxpress-train flying over the 
iron roadway might be to speed toward re- 
covery, life; and health. “ With me the un- 
expected always happens ”—how this dedue- 
tion of hope, this solace of the courageous in 
a despairing situation must have fitted 
through the President's mind as he was borne 
out of the Executive Mansion, and along the 
path made sinooth and swift by science and 
art, to the ocean’s brink, whose salt waves 
and breezes should bring back to his waste 
frame the flood-tide of life. What an unex- 
ampled journey! Thousands of men, women, 
and children out on, the streets of the Capital 
City, silent, with Reads reverently bared, 
gazing wistfully fur one glimpse of the Na- 
tion’s great invalid, and praying fervently for 
the preservation of his life. Other thousands 
gathered at the stations on the road to catel: 
a view of the flying train and eagerly seizing 
the surgeons’ bulletins of the illustrious 
traveler’s condition scattered along the way. 
Other thousands, nay, millions—fifty-two 
million men, women, and children—their 
hearts throbbing with anxiety, their whole 
being absorbed in thought of the momentous 
journey, their ears strained to catch the 
click, click of the telegraph that shall tell 
them, God helping, that the President has 
arcived safely, and that the breezes of the 
ocean play about his fevered brow, wooing 
him back to life, 

What a weird journey: begun in the 
gloom of the uncertain morning light; be- 
gun almost in despair, and continued under 
the weight of anxiety and heavy responsi- 
bility; the surgeons bend over the ghastly 
face and wasted furm of the traveler with 
the deepest solicitude, counting his pulse- 
beat, watching every breath! And the 
noble wife guards her husband, her pale 
face flushed with the hectic glow of excite- 
ment, her heart beating quick, but her soul 
buoyed with the courage of a martyr and 
the taith of a saint! 

Before the rushing train the pilot-engine 
clears the road. The traflic of the iron 
highway has ceased. The hush of silence 
has fallen upon a great artery of commerce. 
All mean passions and ambitions are stilled 
in the presence of the supreme desire for the 
salvation of the Nation’s wounded Chief. 
While the journey is in progress Christians 
assemble in their variotis temples of worship 
and kneel in prayer; the great exchanges 
are closed, the marts of trade are silent. It 
is a splendid spectacle of patriotism, friend- 
ship, affection. No King ever made such a 
progress. No Emperor was ever so solie- 
itously watched, so guarded by the love of 
his subjects. What a beautiful illustration 
of the devotion of a great people to a simple 
form of Government! It was but. yesterday 
that Garfield was a mere representative of a 
district in Congress—one of three hundred. 
Had his life then trembled in the balance, 
had he fallen, how comparatively narrow 
would have been the circle of his mourners! 
But he is now the head of the Nation! 
Deemed most worthy of the highest station, 


‘his life becomes a thousandfoll more 


precious. The whole country hangs upon 
his every breath; the whole country rejoices 
at his removal from the malarial atmosphere 
of Washington and his safe arrival on the 
shofe of the healthful ocean.

It WAS BASY TO TAKE THE PRESIDENT 
in the wagon without the slightest cisturbance.

This made 
the best kind of cushion and spring, and ren- 
dered joiting, If there was C@rcfui driving, al- 
most impossible. In a moment after the Presi- 
dent had been placed upon the wagon, Dr. Bliss 
gald to the driver: “We are all ready.

THE SUN WAS JUST RISING, 

and as the President left the White House the 
lights were put out. When the gate was reached 
there was a turn made necessary into the ave- 
nue, and a sligut jolt of the wagon was percept- 
ible. At this time the President tossed his head 
upon bis pillow. He lay upon a mattress over 
which was placed a bianket, and upon which res- 
ed a low pillow. A coveriid and sheet were over 
his body, reaching about to the breast.

CONSTANTLY FANNING THE PRESIDENT. 
He did not seem, by the most authentic state- 
ment, to be aware of what was going on. After 
Pennsylvania avenue was reached the Presi- 
dent lay quietly, and his face exposed to the 
view ot those who were upon the sidewalks 
seemingly asleep. There were but f@w people 
there to witness this dramatic departure, but 
those who were upon the sidewalks involuntary 
lifted their bats and strong men with tears 
streding from their eyes as they saw that sallow, 
emaciated face prayed God save our Presi-

MAJ. BROCK, CHIEF OF POLICE, 
who was close by, heard the remark and said:

as that wounded, perhaps dying, man passed 
along in this open wagon, which caused many of 
the spectators to turn away witk eyes filied with 
tears.

A MAN SICK UNTO DEATH, 
and the President of the country, riding along in 
the sultry hot hours of the early morning to 
take his last chance for life. Not a word was 
uttered by the throngs that coilected on the 
sidewalks. Involuntarily many of them lifted 
their hats, aud many a man was heard, as we 
passed through the throng, saying God save 
our President!“ Asin silent prayer I heard one 
say, with tears rolliig down his checks, as he 
looked at that wan face: God bring him back.

onstration on their part, but with the highest 
tribute—silence and uplifted hats, tears roll- 
ing down their cheeks, and a muttered prayer. 
The sight was dramatic in the truest and best 
sense. We could see from the sidewalks that 
face upon the pillow, with all the traces of suf- 
fering and of auguish of nine weeks plainly 
imprinted on it. The physicians said that the 
President was bearing the trip very well., and it 
is one of the uncorroborated rumors that he 
overcame the effect of the hypodermic injec- 
tions so far as to recognize those about him and 
to recollect the preparations which had been 
planned the day before.

THE TRAIN. 

At twenty minutes past 5 o'clock the Presi- 
dent’s train was backed down the Sixth-street 
track, and was incomplete readiness for the 
ever-to-ve-remembered trip. Since 2 o'clock 
workmen had been engaged in extending the 
track well nigh across Pennsylvania avenue. 
In the stillness of the early morning the sound 
of their bammers driving the spikes and adjust- 
ing the steei rails could be heara at either end 
of the avenue a haif-mile distant. As the moon 
was obscured by a clouded sky, they worked by 
torchlight, and, surrounded as they were by 
nearly two hundred spectators who were re- 
maining up all night so as to be sure witnesses 
of the notable event of the morning, the scene 
was indeed picturesque. The track was com- 
pleted only a few minutes before the traia was 
brought into position. 

BY THIS TIME THE CROWD: 
bad grown large in numbers, but it was a quiet, 
good-mannered crowd, composed chiefly of la- 
boring men, and the police-ven had no difficulty 
in keeping it within the bounds of the sidewalk 
pavement on either side of the avenpe. A few 
minutes before 6 the attention of all was direct- 
ed up the avenue towards the White House. In 
the distance could be seen the carriages con- 
taining those who were to accompany the Pres- 
ident on his journey, and soon came in view the 
slow-moving wagon bearing the President bim- 
self. From the carriage which first reached the 
train stepped Drs. Agnew, Woodward, and 
Barnes, who hastily entered the President's car 
and inade a last inspection of the couch on which 
the sick man was to be placed. 
THEY TESTED THE SPRINGS AND MATTRESS, 
adjusted the chairs in the car, and put every- 
thing in readiness. Bearcely a minute later 
another carriage was driven to the rear steps of 
car No. 120, and there alighted therefrom Mrs 
Garfield, Miss Mollie Gartield, Mrs. and Miss 
Rockwell, and Mrs. Edson. As Mrs. Garfield 
ascended the steps of the coach many heads in 
the larte crowd were uncovered in silent ex- 
pression of deference. The ladies were soon 
seated on the right side of the car, which stood 
direetly across the avenue, and from the open 
| windows of the car they commanded u full view 
of the President's Wagon, now near at hand.

THE FKELING OF RELIEF 

in the minds of all present, family, personal 
friends, surgeons, and spectators, was instanta- 
neous aud indescribable. Men breathed more 
easily. Hape shone brighter in every eye, while 
sympathy and sorrow were deeply felt in every 
heart. Yet, now that the President was safeiy 
started on his longed-for trip, there was an 
awakening of cheerfulness and a feeling that 
the change of climate soon to come would bring 
with it stronger hope of recovery. It was 
scarcely more than a minute after the President 
was placed ou his covch in the car 
when the railroad official baving the 
train in charge quietly gave the order Go 
ahead.” The eye of every spectatur ran along 
the train instantly, and, as if by instinct, was 
fixed on Engineer Page. The lever was scarcely 
moved. In a moment the train was woving’ 
just moving. 

NOT A SOUND OF ESCAPING STEAM 
had come from that good, kindly engine! Nota 
ear-wheel had uttered even the faintest mur- 
mur. Nota rail haa made the slightest com- 
plaint. Man and his machinery, all Nature, aui- 
mate and inanimate, appeared to join 
in extending aid and consideration 
to the suffering President. A tbou- 
sand hearts went out to Engineer 
Page, and there was many a quiet exclamation: 
“ How skiliful and beautiful it was!“ The start- 
ing of that train, and the stopping, some 300 
feet from the avenue, and in front of the main 
entrance of the depot, was equally as skillful 
and admirable. It was impossible to distinguish 
the instant when the motion had ceased. The 
stop was made to enablea regular passenger 
train to enter the depot yard, and it lasted 
about five minutes. The crowd of people quiet- 
ly gathered again alongside the train, most of 
them near the President’s car. 

THROUGH THE FINE WIRE COVERING 
the windows could be seen dimly the couch of 
the President, and only his forehead was visibie. 
On the left of the. bed sat Mre. Gartleid, faith- 
fully fanning the sufferer, and near her sat Dr. 
Boynton, whose watchful eye was fixed almost 
constantly on the faceof the President. If the 
latter had but turned his face to the right and 
looked from the window, 

HE COULD HAVE SEEN THE SPoT 
where, sixty-six days ago, he stepped from the 
carriage with Secretary Blaine. He could have 
seen the steps he ascended to the entrance ot 
the room where he was shot down. But he did 
not look at these things. However, who knows, 
thougt he lay there weak, helpless, only a shad- 
ow of what be was on that fateful day, he may 
have been thinking of all that then happened.

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IN THE CAR. 
_ NEARING BALTIMORE. 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 6—7:35a m.—The train bear- 
ing the President passed Bowie, seventeen miles 
this side of Wasbington, at 7:10, Philadeipbia 
time.

received the dispatches thrown from the train 
and handed them to representatives of the 
press, and kiniily gave them the use vf the rail- 
road wires to forward their messages into the 
city offices. The President has stood the fatigues 
of travel up to this bour with remarkable 
fortitude. His pulse is even less frequent than 
it was before leaving Washington, It is now 
106. The arrangemients,are so complete in 
every detail that the inconvenience to the Presi- 
dent is reduced to a minimum. The bed upon 
which be is now mg isso carefully adjusted 
that the vibrations are :rdly noticeable.

LAMOKIN, Pa., Sept. 6.—The Presidential train 
made the run from Wilmington te Lamokin, 
fourteen miles, in fourteen minutes, and then 
stopped for coal. Ten men are engaged in get- 
ting coal in quickly. She was seven minutes 
coaling, and left at 10:21. Dr. Agnew told Dr.

A DAY OF EXCITEMENT. 
Special Disvatech to The Onica Tribune, 

New Yoru, Sept. 6.—The Times Long Branch 
correspondent writes as foliges: The track 
from the Elberon Station to the Francklyn cot- 
tage was practically finished about 3 o'clock this 
morning, The laborers, who had been bard at 
work during the night, drove the last spike in 
the last rail with a prolonged cheer, and then 
broke up into small gangs distributed over the 
haif-mile road, and began the work of ballast- 
ing the track, filling in between the ties, etc. 
Hours before the Presidential train arrived 


nothing remained to be done. Soon after 
daylight an engine was brought up 
from Lone Branch, and switched upon 


the new track, to test it. As the engine struck 
the first curve, a few feet from the main line, 
the rails suddenly spread, and the lovomotive 
was derailed. The curve had been made too 
short. A host of workmen very soon bad the 
engine righted, and then the curve was made 
wider. Agauia the test ongine was run over the 
curve and 
AGAIN THE RAILS SPREAD, 
The curve Was stil] too short. A second time 
the track was relaid, and there was neo further 
trouble with the curve. During the forenoon 
drill-engine No. 4 was slowly run over the 
every rail 
and tie was carefully noted. Nothing was found 
wrong. Just within the Eiberon Hotel grounds 
the smoke-stack of the engine came in contact 
with a number of telegraph wires running to 
the hotel, and 
TANGLED THEM UP BADLY. 

Men were put to work rearranging the wires at 
once, and the tangiejsoon was straigbtened out 
and the wires stretebed high enough to allow a4 
train to pass under them. Soon after 9 o'clock 


detachment of thirty soldiers from 
the First Artillery arrived at  Biberon 
from Governor's Island, under command 


of Capt. Ingalls. A portion of the men were 
immediately set to work putting up an awning 
on the piazza, in the rear of the Francklyn cot- 
tage, extending to the railroad track, so that 
no ray Of the broiling sun could descend upon 
President Garfield as he was taken from 
the cur to bis room. A short time before 
tho Pretidential party reached the 
grounds the soldiers were placed 
on picket duty, ana the throng of visitors over- 
ronning the lawn were compelled to retire. The 
picket line inclosed three sides of a square, 
nearly in the centre of which the cottage stood, 
the foufth side being effectualiy guarded by 
the ocean. No one was allowed within the in- 
closure thus formed, and the President's 
physicians found no annoying crowd to inter- 
fere with the proper removal of their dis- 
tinguished patient. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL MACVEAGH 
was out of bed bmght and early this morning, 
and wag an exceedingly industrious per- 
son during the rest of the day. 
As he was the only representative of 
the Cabinet here,the burden of superintending all 
the final details for the President's reception fell 
upon his shoulders, together with Col. Jones, of 
the EBlberon, ex-Coliector Murphy, and Maj.

The people 
Catbolics. = Presbyterians, 


uct was like the 


THE WEATHER. 


A Strange Atmospheric Phenom- 
enon Witnessed At and 
‘Around Boston, 


Total Obscurity of the Sun in 
the Absence of Fog 
and Mist. 


Gas-Jets Bara with the Brilliancy of 
Electric Lichts—Other Cu- R 
rieus Sights. 


The Sigaal Office Prophesies the Ead of 
the Present Term of Heat. 


STRANGE ATMOSPHERIC PHENOM- 
ENA. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, Sept. 6.—A most singular atmospheric 
phonomenon bas been witnessed bere during to- 
day. A damp, heavy fog bas overhung the 
whole city. The air has becu so loaded with 
daw pners, and so gentle has been the hrecze that 
for some bours the smoke arising from the 
chimneys hung on the lower strata and intensi- 
tied the pecutiur darkness. Sometimes the gtare 
of the artificial sky, for want of a better term, 
was so intense as to be painful to the eye, and 
all brilliant colors, and partic@larly those 
that contrast most directiy with yellow. 
masqueraded under new and strange hues. 
The grass turned dark and dull, until it matetfed 
green biinds. Delicately colored flowers faded 
until they became interesting as curiosities. 
The clear white light into which the prismatic 
colors blend was nowhere to be found. Yellow 
ussumed the mustery of all the rest, and Nature 
wore a jaundiced fook. The gas was lighted in 
business houses, offices, factories, and dwellings 
throughout the city, and kept burning during 
the day. They had a whitish glare re- 
sembling the  iliumination produced by 
electricity. The fairest blonde looked like a 
bleached offspring of a copper-volored race, 
and the silvery hairs of age all turned to golden 
locks. The air is close, oppressive, and sticky. 
Discomfort reigned. Everything was wilted and 
lifeless. The jauntlest hat looked like a worn 
relic of last season, and gayety, and flags hung 
drooping about their- poles. Naturally there 
was considerable fear among the timid as to 
what evil was portending, and there wus evi- 
deutly a feeling of uneasiness even among those 
who pretended to experience no alarm. 
There were certainly many of the signs 
which precede a tornado, with the 
important exception that the barometer did not 
fail. The explanation of the phenomenon ia, 
that there bas been for a week orten daysa 
steady current of air moving slowly toward the 
coast from Canada, bearing the smoke from the 
extensive forest tires. Toere hus not been wind 
enough tomake rifts in the clouds, and they 
bave formed into one great mass which is now 
mingled with fog. 

Reports from all parts of New England show 
the existence of che same phenomenon. In 
Fall River the stores and many resideuces were 
lighted. In all the milis lights were burned and 
all public schools were closed. In Nashua, 
N. H., artiticial light was necessary for ali 
Kinds of indoor business. Gaslight dad the 
appearance ot electric light, and grass and fol- 
ure were of a bright green nue. The mills and 
stores in North Adams were lighted durmg tbe 
early forenoon. About II o'clock the air grew 
clearer, and by noon the sun shone like a brill- 
iant pink ball. For a time the heat was very 
oppressive. In some of the country towns in 
the vivinity of North Adams the mill-operatives 
were so frightened that they stopped work and 
lied bome in fear. The streets were covered 
with excited „e, many of whom expressed 
the belief that the judgmeut-day was at band. 
At Hanover, N. H., the sky overhead wasofa 
light olive, shading all around to a 
line of green at the borizon. The light was 
of a. pronounced yeillowish-green color. 
The green color of grass, trees, te., was much 
intensitied, while houses painted white showed 
more distinctly a yellow hug. C. F. Emersea, 
Professor of Natural Phik by at Durtmonth 
College, says it must be thing in the at- 
mosphere which avsorbs the shorter and lonyer 
wave lengths, leaving only those which guve the 
color of yellow and green. He thinks it may be 
owing to the pollen from fir and pine trees, to- 
gether witb smoke from the forest fires in Can- 
ada. In sone of the towns on Cape Cod cattle 
ceased feed went to rost. It was 
so dark ju Bellows Falis that at the boteis and 
private bouses both breakfast and dinner were 
partaken of by lamp-light. Odices and stores 
were lighted, and lamps were cullod inty use in 
railroad trains. In Contoocook, N. H., lampe 
were lighted at midday, and insects sounded 
their evening notes.

The burning south- 
west wind continued to biow with much tlerce- 
ness, carrying with it the inevitable clouds of 
dust and sand which made the heat all the more 
disagreeavie and ajicky. The thermometer again 
mounted into the nineties, and registered only 
tour points under 0 in some localities. After 
the setting of the sun the temperature cooled 
off some, and sweltering humanity telt re- 
freshed—coa paratively speaking. 

The remarkably hot aud burumg weather was 
particularly unpleasant to the great body of 
people known us the working classes, who were 
obliged to keep up an active, muscular exertion 
to earn their daily bread. The macbine-shops, 
factories, lumber-ardds, and all other estub- 
lishments where people are required to work 
their bodies incessantly gave ample proof of the 
enervating effects ot the extreme beat when 
they turned into the streets at 6 o'clock 
a .yast population of wearied and r- 
spiring men and women. Neither did 
the gentieman who could lounge in bis 
olfice and take cooling drinks throughout 
the day, nor the lady who could sit en négtigé 
in ber boudvir and sip iced tea, escupe the tirvy 
effects of the sun's rays. The weather is tw 
reapecter of persous, but treats all alike. The 
desire to dof all supertiuous clothing was almost 
Irresistible, and those who so far forgot the 
proprieties as to appear in church and theatre 
in their shirt-sieeves were looked upon more 
with envy than disgust by their less independent 
brethren.

Mr. AtBert Fink, the Railway Pool 
Commissioner, has invented a enphemism 
for the odious word pooling.“ Ile calls it 
„ codperation.” But it will not escape the 
attention of the public that there is no ele- 
ment of true codperation in railway pooling. 
There is no division of profits between labor 
and capital; no identity of interest between 
seller and buyer. A railway pool is a simple 
application of Mr. Kemble’s old principle of 
addition, division, and silence. Mr. Fink 
hasa good deal to say about the consolida- 
tion of competing roads, which he impu- 
dently assumes is promoted by open trafiic 
and prevented by pooling. But what can 
be the advantage of keeping up a/ pre- 
tense of competition when the profits 
all go into a common treasury? And when 
did Mr. Fink learn that a close union of 
corporations in a spoils syndicate had the 
tendeney to keep them separate in their 
management? As to the bankruptcy of 
roads caused by open eompetition, experi- 
rience has shown that while it may be hard 
on the stockholders it is not injurious to the 
public. The bankrupt roads which have 
had their common stock wiped out are pre- 
cisely those which can afford to take freights 
on the lowest terms. 


Tue Democratic newspapers, with their 
habitual candor and good will, take the view 
of the question of Presidential disability 
which they suppose will be most distasteful 
to the masses of the Republican party. The 
New York World, for example, insists that 
if Gen. Arthur becomes President through 
the disability of Gen. Garfield the latter will 
not be able to assume the duties of the office 
on his recovery. No lawyer of any repute 
has indorsed this novel reading of constitu- 
tional law. Even Mr. Brewster, of Philadel- 
phia, who believes that the Vice-President 
should now be acting as President, refers 
constantly, in an interview, to the tempo- 
rary disability of Gen. Garfield,” and is 
clearly of the opinion that he would become 
President again the moment the .disabil- 
ity should cease. The discussion has 
at best only a speculative interest. 
The World’s position cannot be supported 
except by a strained and technical construc- 
tion of the ipsissimis verbis of the Constitu- 
tion. The intention of the framers of that 
instrument was plainly to have the Vice- 
President act only during the disability, as 
is expressly provided in the case of the suc- 
cession to the Presidency by the President of 
the Senate and Speaker of the House under 
the same circumstances. ‘There is, more- 
over, a distinct provision of the Constitution 
which is wholly incompatible with the 
World’s theory. It is as follows: 


The President shall bold his office during the 
term of four years. .. The President, Vice- 
President, and all civil ofMicers of the United 
States shail be removed from office on impeach- 
ment for and conviction of treason, bribery, 
or other high crimes and misdemeanors. 


The Censtitution does not contemplate the 
removal of the President from office before 
the expiration of his term in any other man- 
ner whatever save by impeachment. Unless 
the World can have him impeached and con- 
victed for Guiteau’s crime we see no way of 
keeping him out of the White House after 
he shali be restored to health. 

- THE PRESIDENT’S JOURNEY. 

The President has niade the trip to Long 
Branch. which was interrupted nine weeks 
ago last Saturday by the bullet of the das- 
tardly assasin Guitean, in safety, and in his 
pew resting-place by the sea there is fresh 
hope that its pure and health-giving breezes 
may restore him to convalescence.

Nine lung 
weeks he has suffered on his bed of pain, 
fluctuating between life and death, bearing 
his suffering and his tedium with gentle 
patience and heroic endurance, only once

PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 

A correspondent writes asking the ques- 
tion, “Inthe event of Gen. Arthur being 
called, by reasongof the continued inability 
of President Garfield, to discharge the duties 
of Acting President, would it not be neces- 
sary for him to take the form of oath pre- 
scribed in the Constitution for the President 
of the United States?“ 

The weight of argument seems to be over- 


ywhelmingly in favor of the theory that, in 


ease of the inability of the President to ber- 
torm the duties of that office, the Vice-Presi- 
dent, by virtue of the Constitation, would be- 
come Acting President during the continu- 
ance of that inability, and would not become 
President except in theevent of the Presi- 
dent’s death, resignation, or removal ffom 
office. As Vice-President of the United 
States, his present official oath covers all the 
duties of whatever kind which he can possi- 
bly be called upon to perform as Vice-Presi- 
dent, including that of Acting President. In 
the cases mentioned— the death, resignation, 
or removal of the President—the Vice-Presi- 
dent becomes President, under the Constitu- 
tion, as fully as if he bad been originally 
elected thereto, and nih of such cases 
would take the oath of_Office prescribed by 
the Constitution for the President. 

The Constitution of the United States is a 
progressive document. Its authors wisely 
provided in the instrument for its own 
amendment to meet any change of cir- 
cumstanees or any defect which time might 
develop. It had hardly gone into operation 
before as many as ten amendments were 
deemed necessary to make it more explicit. 
The fourth election for President developed 
a detect so serious that it for a time threat- 
ened a case of disputed succession, and the 
people promptly remedied this defect by 
changing the mode of voting for President. 
During the last twenty years no less than 
three radical changes in the Constitution 
have been made—their necessity having been 
developed by experience, including a costly 
civil war. 

Wise is the man or the nation that accepts 
the warnings. presented by experience and 
promptly acts upon them. Five years ago 
another case of disputed succession. was 
presented, and it was only averted by a 
makeshift, only approved by the peace-* 
loving people of the country, but which can 
never be repeated. Experience has shown 
that to avoid future troubles of the 
most perilous character the Consti- 
tution must be amended so as to take ffom 
Congress the arbitrary authority of deciding 
Presidential elections, and the States must 
have the absolute authority and machinery 
of deciaring, each for itself, how the people 
of such State wished their votes to be counted. 
This amendment has become imperatively 
necessary to preserve the peace of the coun- 
try. 

The late cowardly and brutal assault upon 
the life of the President has developed a new 
danger and a new peril to the stability of the 
Government. The present constitutional 
regulation for the possible inability, tem- 
porary or permanent, of the President is 
actually chaotic. It provides for nothing, 
and, worse than all, it leaves it open to Con-

Popular suffrage, on 
the whole, receives a higher consideration 
in America than in any of the constitutional 
Governments of Europe, because it is the 
original foundation of all the political 
institutions of the country. The ballot isan 
essential of citizenship, and the masses can 
be relied upon to defend it from the en- 
ecroachments of corrupt influences, not al- 
ways in particular cases, but as a National 
practice. 
Governments should be backward, however 
in adopting laws or limitations governing 
election expenses Which shall prove, upon 
trial, to be effective if other countries. Such 
measures may ward off the danger of whole- 
sale corruption which seems to be confessed 
in England,

This is undoubtedly the 
theory of the Electoral system as defined in 
the Constitution, and it was sustained by the 
Electoral Commission of 1877, which refused 
to go back of the retarns. If the Electoral 
system is to be magntained, whereby every 
State is entitled a certain number of 
the Electoral votes equal to the number of 
its Representatives in Congress and its two 
Senators, then the system needs protection 
against possible invasion by Congress, which 
can only be provided by some uniform rule 
for determining by State authority who are 
the Electors entitled to cast its vote. 

The subject is broad and important. It 
will require wise and unselfish statesman- 
ship for its solution, It was negleeted dar- 
ing the Democratie control of the late Con- 
gress for party reasons. There is no doubt 
that the smallest pretext would have been 
seized upon by that Congress to revise the 
Electoral vote that went against the Demo- 
eratic candidate. Fortunately there was no 
such opportunity. The present Congress 
will be so closely divided as to parties that 
the subject may be considered impartially, 
and it ought to be finatly determined.

The 
story of this brave act cannot be better given 
than in the words of the heroine herseif, 
who thus told it to a reporter yesterday:

1 did not knew them 
very well before, but when That Lass o 
Lowrie’s’ was published. Mr. Anderson 
wrote me a most kind letter—one that was 
very pleasant to get. Durug the day Mr, 
Anderson, his wife, abd myself were to- 
gether almost all the time, and we became 
great triends. 1 had not been well for some 
days, and Mr. Anderson 83 that we 
should take a bath before breakfast, as he 
thought one would give us an appetite. Ac- 
cordingly on Friday morning Mr. and Mrs. 
Anderson and | went down to the bathing- 
houses.

Mrs. Anderson started off at 
once, screaming for help; but there was no 
one there. Then ran into the water and 
pulled Kim on shore. The water was not 
deep; not more than three feet, I should 
think, and 1 did not know what else to do 
except to get him out of the water as quick 
as possible. lie Moonen horrible, his head 
hung over, and I w af dhe was dead.

THE CRATER OF KILAUEA. 


Pele’s Palace of Death—Crimsonm Seas 
and Fiery Fountains. 

The following pen-picture of the fearful 
crater of Kilaues is from the Honolulu 
Advertiser of July 2%: ‘Tourists te the. 
volcano for many years past all remember 
certain active pools of lava, the North 
and South Liakes, which ordinarily bub- 
bled and tossed a fiery flood at a depth of 
about 120 feet below the floor of the great 
crater. Now these lakes have all been filled 
up, and there have arisen peaks and cones 
of hard lava that rise over 100 feet above the 
south bank of the great crater, which is 
about 1,000 feet high. But there has burst 
forth a new opening in the great crater 
floor not far distant from the oid 
lakes, and a new lake, almost round 
in form, about 600 feet across and some sev- 
enty feet in depth, in ordinary stages, below 
the surrounding brink. Here the great 
llawaiian volcano presents the most varied 
fautasiic play of liquid lava. Here are some 
of the phases of the play of a fire lake, as re- 
cently observed in the crater of Kilauea. 
Sometimes it seems almost to Sleep, and the 
disappointed visitor looks down into a black 
valley and observes a smoking pit Si- 
ing no more evidence of combustion 
than a tar kiln. But the observer 
stands on the brink of the pit, or 
great pod! or lake, as now appears, about 


600 feet across, and whose surface is about 


seventy feet below him. And what is this 
surface? It presents a dark silver-gray hue, 
witha satiny shine. This is a crust of gui- 
escent lava, and the observer who has ex- 
pected to have his sense of wonder 
strained to speechlesness, says: “Is 
this all?” No! look! the frozen, glassy 
lake is alive. What a heave in 
the centre—some mighty beast lifting. up 
that floor! Nowa wave of undulation runs 
round the incrusted marge, And there is an 
outburst. a blood-red fount, gushing and 
bubbling from one of earth’s arteries. ‘The 
broad disk of the lake heaves and trembles! 
Fittul gaseous flashes flit across, and now the 
moving floor cracks and a serrated fissure 
like the suture of a skull runs 
from marge to marge, and uick, 
darting streaks, sudden cracks of the 
crust, shoot across in all directions. ‘These 
serrated streaks are at first rosy lines on the |} 
gray surface, then they widen like crimson 
ribbons, broadening to the view. ‘They un- 
dulate with the billowy motion of the whole 
upheaving surface. Another crimson fount 
springs up along the now fretting roar- 
ing rim of the lake; and another and another 
of now wildly upleapme fountains of 
fire toss high their gory erests, even 
easting gouts and clvts of the red 
spray that falland harden near the obsery- 
er’s feet. Bythistime the spirit of our in- 
ferno is aroused: ‘The whole tieree red lake 
is ail boil, and Jeap, and roar. It is more than 
the roar of loud sea surfs beating bold bluffs.

Mitwavuer, WE., Sept. 6.—The .Milwaukee 
Industrial Exposition was formally inaugurated 
to-night with imposing ceremonies, The splen- 
did building was lighted throughout for the first 
time by electricity, and presented a magnificent 
appearance. The building was barely com- 
pleted in time for the inaugural, and many of 
the exhibits are vet in an Incomplete state, but 
All in all the main features were in a very satis- 
factory condidon. This enterprise is one 
of the most practical and luudable that 
Milwaukee City has ever taken hold of. In 
the first place a magnificent buliding, costing 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars, has been 
added to the attractions of the community. 
There are but few structures of the kind in the 
country that will compare favorably with this 
one as regards architectural beauty, size, and 
general appointment. The length is 400 feet. 
the width 290 feet. and the hight eighty-nine 
feet. It consists of three stories, surmounted 
hy a dome which is 1 feet from the ground. 
The stating capacity is 20,000, the ground tloor 
baving an area of 87,000 square feet. The ap- 
pearanoe is at once imposing, substantial, and 
graceful.*Attractive features@re the aquarium, 
natural history department, horticultural de- 
partment, educational department, fine arts de- 
partment, ete. In all respects the collection 
will resemble such expositions in other large 
cities. The building has been supplied with a 
$10,000 organ, which ie the largest instrument 
in the West.

METHODISM AND HERESY DE- 
FINED. 

Mr. Beunett—I wish to preface what I have 
to say in relation to this demurrer by a few 
allusions to Methodism. 
it is the design of Methodism to set 
fortha spiritual life. It was a denomination 
raised up to spread spiritual boliness through- 
out the world. That doctrine is specially com- 
mitted to the Methodist Episcopal Church. Its 
great aim is not to formulate a creed, but to 
produce a life—to reform conduct and manners 
—and so,in the very beginning, it started out 
with this inscription, “ Down with bigotry and 
down with sin.“ Oar method of procedure is, 
first, give us a life--give us a life full of the 
Holy Ghost—and that life, baptized by 
the Holy Ghost. Will take care ot 
all the doctrines which it is necessary 
for it to possess. I understand that this matter 
of doctrine naturally grows out of this law, ba 
don't know of anything that will more speediiy 
strighten out the kinks in a man’s theological 
creed than a full and complete baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. In a Church formed like this there 
is te be great liberty. This matter of liberty is 
seen in our itineracy. There are various classes 
ot minds. and there must be various cissses of 
preachers to reach these various classes of 
minds. Hence, after we bave sus- 
tained a preacher at a piace for a 
certain number of years, we remove him, but 
think that he has exhausted his powers on the 
class of minds that have come to hear him, and 
to reach other classes of minds not yet preached 
to we send another preacher. 

Our creed is not instituted for the purpose of 
making doctrines and dogmas, by which we may 
persecute a minister ortry bim, but it is a pro- 
test against dogma and against doctrines, un- 
dertaking to give, in this great Method- 
ist Church, the largest possible Up- 
erty in preaching the truths of the 
Bible and in saving human souls. 
It we catch the spirit of Methodism we can un- 
derstand what is heresy. It bas been defined to 
be the dissemiration of a doctrine which, while it 
has the appearance of Christian doctrine, is 
really contradictory to the essential nature of 
Christianity. Applying that to the Methodist 


Church, heresy is the dissemination of doctrines | 


contrary to our articles of religion. These doc- 
trines must not simply appear to be contradic- 
tory to the essential nature of Methodism, but, 
if persisted in, the result of that persistence 
must be the entire overthrow of the doctrines of 
Methodism. What may seem to these brefhren 
contradictory to their methods of preaching— 
roclaiming the truth—may. 
after all, prove to be only a way in which another 
man, from another standpoint, looks at the 
same tning to which they look. 
— 
CRITICISING THE CHARGES. 

Hence a charge of heresy must contain tho 
material averment that the accused bas been 
uttering doctrines contrary to the Articies of 
Religion of the Church. It will not be sufficient 
to set out this, but the persistence in the error 
must also be set out. By reference to Bishop 
Baker, page 156, it will be seen that the preach- 
er must intend to disseminate erroneous doc- 
trines, and by page 398 of the Discipline 
itis clear that he must be labored with, and that 
these allegations—persistence in crror, notwith- 
standing the fact that he bas been labored with 
in an attempt to dissuade bim from his errors— 
must be set out iu the charge. 

In a trial for slander the identical words must 
be set out, and the same istrue with regard to 
the charge of disseminating doctrines which are 
contrary to the Articlesof Keligion. The ident- 
al words which are said to be contrary to the 
Articies of Religion must be set out. Our stand- 
urd work on ecclesiastical law deciares that the 
time when and the place where must be 
fully set out, while one _  specitication 
must not lean and depend upon another, as is 
done in this case. The defendant here is chargea 
doubly—with disseminating doctrines contrary 
to the Articles of Religion, or the established 
standards—whereas he should be charged with 
each separately. There are allusions to aser- 
mon, but nothing more, and to makeit a proper 
indictment the charge should set forth the ser- 
mon in full. As to. the statements of certain 
persons, the defendant should know just what 
they are in order that he may be prepared to 
meet them. Otherwise, the prosecution might 
rake the oer a drag-net and bring up 
everything Dr. as has ever said since he 
entered the ministry. 

The charge that he bas taught probation after 
death for those who die in sin. “thereby antag- 
onizing the standards of the Methodist Cburch,”’ 
etc., is not only argumentative imits nature, but 
defective, in that it does not set out what those 
alleged standards a

persists in teaching and in disseminating these 
doctrines. All these, I think, are material aver- 
ments in any complaint. We would not be 
any wise technical, but only ask for fair- 
ness and justice in this matter of bringing Dr. 
Thomas into this court. He should know ex- 
actly what words be has uttered, and what words 
are alleged to contrary to our standards. 
Then you will give Us an opportunity for a full 
and clear defense. 


THERE ARE NO ‘* ESTABLISHED 
STANDARDS.” 

We have 4et out that the Church has never de- 
fined or dissiminated any standard by which 
any preacher can be disciplined or triea, other 
than the Articlesof Religion. A fair construc- 
tion ot the Discipline would bring us to the con- 
clugion that there are no established standards, 
other than the Articles of Religion, by which a 
preacher can be tried. Previons to 1784, 
when our American Methodist Church was 
founded, the notes, minutes, and  ser- 
mons of Wesley were specificaily 
stated to be the doctrines of our 
Church. At the Christmas Conference in 1874, 
Wesley’s Artiéies of Religion alone were adopted 
as our creed, and the notes, minutes, and ser- 
mons were droppetl. They no longer formed the 
standards of the church. After 1874, there was 
no allusion to any established standards by 
which a minister could be tried. At the General 
Conference in 1880, the restrictive rule was 
adopted, and inciuded only what was then in ex- 
istence as the doctrines of the church—the Ar- 
ticles of Religion. The heresy rule was re- 
enacted and remained so until 1880. Previous 
to that there was no rule by which 
& man could be arraigned and tried 
except for formulating doctrines contrary to 
our Artieles of Religion. The General Confer-

When 
Dr. Parkhurst came in, he was accompanied by 
Mr. H. B. Hurd, who, it appeared, had been re- 
tained or induced by bim to act as his legal ad- 
viser—to tell him how to conduct the case. 

After prayer by the Kev. Mr. Chase, the roll 
was called, and Mr. David was again absent. 
However, a majority of the committee was on 
on hand, and the trial proceeded. 

Requests baving been made to change the 
piace of meetng, it was decided to hold the 
sessions bereagter in the lecture-room of the 
Centenary Church (admission to be without 
ticket), the first one to commence at 9 o'clock 
this morning. 

The Presiding Elder—We will hear from the 
counsel for the Church in regard to the de- 
murrer. 

Dr. Parkhburst—Of course I have had no time 
to examine carefully the charges and specifica- 
tions; in fact, I haven't been able to read them. 
Ihave spent. the time since adjournment in 
looking over the demurrer, and have compared 
some of the points taken with the phraseology 
used intbe charges and in the specifications. 
There are several points in the demurrer which 
I think are not well taken, but there are others 
that | am inclined to think are well taken: 
The point, for instance, that there is inde/init- 
ness in the charges, and that Brother Thomas 
cannot, from the charges and specitications, 
know what de is charged with, or what de has 
to meet, I am inclined to think is true.

1 would 
say here that I“ have but one purpose 
in view in this matter, and that is perfect fair- 
ness; and | will try and prove to the counsel that 
I wish to take no advantage, or attempt to take 
no advantage, of anything that will put us in 
contiict. “The question has been raised as to 
laymen acting as counsel. Ot course we jail 
know what the lawis; but if Brother Bond or 
others want to appear as counsel I shall no 
objection to it at ail, — 

Presiding Elder —It occurs th me that a 
recess and some agreement between vounsel as 
to the amendmeats may save time, which 
is an important element with me and 
with ali who are Methodist preachers. 
The members of this committee have left im- 
portant interests, as have the counsel! on both 
sides. If you agree that certain amendments 
will be satisfactory, and we do not have to go 
over the sume ound tomorrow morning, I 
should be delighted; but that is not what it looks 
like to me. If Brother Parkbursts proposed 
amendments will answer the demurrer and dis- 
pose of it, and we could know it, we shall have 
made progress. 

Dr. Parkhurst—I think the bretbren will 
agree with me that, put on 
as I was without consent,

fore me since adjournment, it is hardly fair for 
me to say just which and which points | will and 
will not accept—just what I willi do with them 
here in this gathering at this time.

The Presid Eider—My only object is to save 
time.
